Sam Abernethy came .out of the 
timber on the bank of the small 
mountain stream and stood looking 
upward at an indistinct streak of 
pale yellow across the face of the 
brown cliff opposite.

Abernethy spent only a few minutes ° 
in deciding that he could reach the 
place by swinging down from the top; 
he carried with him a thirty-foot rope 
for just such contingencies. When 
he had marked the position iof ‘the 
seam by a clump of mountain ash 
that was growing on the brink above 
he went upstream for nearly half a 
mile and from there dlimbed by a 
ciroultous route to the top of ‘the 
cliff. When he had found the place 

where he wished to descend he tied 

one end of the rope secirely tto a 

scragey ash that grew five or six feet 
back from the cliff and dropped the 

other end over the edge. With a 
Nght hammer thrust into his belt and 
a ohisel in his pocket he grasped the 

rope and slipped over the rim. 

Hie at once ‘encountered some 
shrubs that were growing.in a crack 
where some soil had collected; «the 
‘tops of tham projected out five or 
six feet from the dliff, and as he 
went down his weight pressed ‘the 
slender bushes against ithe rock, 
where the rope held them. 

From below the face of the cliff had 
appeared to be perfectly smooth; but 
as Abernethy looked down he noticed 
with satisfaction that there were 
numerous little protuberances, which 
would help him not only to descend 
but also and still more to climb back 
again. He was still several feet 
from the end of the rope when his 
head came opposite the seam. For- 
tunately, there was a jutting ~ Tock- 
right at his feet; it was a triangular 
ledge almost level on top and barely 
twelve‘ inches wide, though it was 
quite wide enough flor both his feet. 

So with his feet on a solid suppori 
and one hand holding the rope Aber- 
nethy felt safe. He tried first the 
chisel, then the hammer, but was not 
succeseful in breaking off any of the 
formation; he would have to use both 
implements at once. He was not 
afraid of losing his balance and so 
let go the rope. 

Chipping off a small piece at the 
edge of the narrow crevice, he was 
elated to see that it was really ithe 
hrown ironstained miatrix of  tur- 
quoise. Hie chipped off other samples 
and slipped them into his pocket. 
Then, since he could make no further 
examination with his present equip- 
ment, he prepared to ciimb back ‘to 
thle top. He reached out to grasp the 
rope. To his astonishment it was not 
dangling at his elbow, and he failed to 
encounter it when he swung his arm 
behind his back. He turned his head 
slowly, and there directly behind him 
he saw the rope dangling several 
feet beyond his reach! 

An upward glance revealed the 
cause of his predidament. Relieved of 
his weight, the bushes over which the 
rope passed had sprung back to 
their original position, and the rope, 
caught on the ends of the «lender 
branches, had been raised and pushed 
out. 

So long as Abernethy had thought 
that the rope was within easy reach 
he had felt secure, but now a sense 
of utter helplessness suddenly 
overwhelmed him. Clinging precari- 
ously to the bare cliff, unable ‘to 
miove a step to left or night, he began 
to ache all over.

; u States has been sharply arrested by 
ature two incidents bearing on the ‘traffic 


in dmgs. The first was thie publica- 
tion by the United States govern- 
ment of a white paper as to the preva- 
ence of the drug traffic in the States. 
The figures given are alarming. It is 
stated tthiat there are in ‘the United 
States mo fewer than one (million, 
three hundred and eighty-eight thous- 
and drug addicts, and that 90% of 
the drugs manufactured in or import- 
ed into the States are used for 
ihlegitimiate purposes. If the popu- 
tation of the United States is taken as 
being one hundred and twenty . mil- 
lions, this means that about one per- 
son in every elghty-five is addicted 
to drugs. The second incident was 
the conviction in Hngland of a man 
occupying the position of an appar- 
ently reputable hardware dealer, who 
was carrying on la huge traffic in the 
export and sale of drugs to Obina 
and Japan at immense profits to 


-himself and his confederates. 


It ia only in recent years that the 
drug question has attracted much 
notice from the public at large. There 
was a time not long ago when the 
average anan thought of drugs as 
things ttaken by the Chinese and pos- 
sibly a few other oriemtal peoples. 
Opium smoking and Ohinamen were 
linked together in the public mind, 
but it was regarded as an oriental 
vice, which only an occasional mor- 
pid«minded, half insane white man 
like De Quincey would fall victim to: 
The situation is vastly different now. 
It is’ widely believed that ‘alcohol 
is a danger of considerably minor 
character as compared with such 
drugs as cocaine, heroin and morphia. 
The ruin wrought to body and mind 
by the use of drugs is both swifter 
and more complete than in ithe case 
of alcohol, and moreover there is 
ground for fear that In the case of 
the drug taker a cure is very rare. 
Two'or three years ago an article 
on this question appeared in a very 
widely circulated American weekly 
magazine. It was 'written by tone of 
the leading police magistrates of New 
York whio had to deal with drug vic- 
times in that «ity. Hie ithere stated his 
opinion that a cure was almost im- 
possible. He also stated his opinion 
based on a very wide experience, that 
the alarming growth of drug taking 
in the States was mot due to the 
introduction of prohibition. In view 
of the oft-repeated statements that 
prohibition has led and will lead to 
an increase in the use of drugs this 
opinion should be carefully noted. 

Perhaps it is mot strange that drug 
taking shioould be mainly a modern 
phenomenon in western countries. It 
is less ‘{hian one hundred years since 
the introduction of chloroform, the 
first of the anaesthetics to be used 
generally fn medical practice, and 
for long thereafter its use was 
thought to be attended with grave 
danger, and it was employed only 
with elaborate precautions. Science 
has Since then made great strides 
in the discovery of anaesthetics, until 
now their use is not only almost free 
from immediate danger to the patient 
but has ‘become all too easy. Perhaps 
the late war gave an impulse to the 
use of . Amy one who had per- 
sonal experience in the military hos- 
pitals of the blessed passage from a 
hell of pain toa heaven of drowsv 
oblivicn and peace which follows on 
a hypodermic infection of morphia 
can reatize the temptation which it 
may present to any sufferer from 
physical or mental distress. The num- 
bers who had such experience must 
be rechoned in millions, and it {s al- 
most dnevitable that some at least of 


“these should have been led to con- 


tinue the use of drugs after their war 
experience was over and to impart 
their knowledge of them to others. 
The evil and the danger are great. 
The remedies are none too easy. 
Personal abstinence is of course the 
obvious first ard cardinal remedy. 
It is the traffic in drugs for profit 
that is so hard to deal with. The 
law, especially in some countries, im- 
poses absurdly inadequate penalties 
for those convicted of itis trafiic. 
The person conviqted in England 
above referred to recelved the maxi- 
gum sentence which was six months’ 


Control of the traffic is equally diffi- 
cult, for the drugs are certainly need- 
ed in medical practice, and the un- 
scrupulous doctor or druggist may 
be rane but does exist. In the 
prairie provinces of Canada we be- 
lieve that’ the evil is not yet rampant. 
Jt -is none the less essential that pub- 
lic opinion should be awake to the 
danger in time to take ail possible 
measures to battle with it.

THE LIQUOR REFERENDUM 


The Alberta Government has decid- 
edithat the coming referendum on the 
Hquor question shall mot be confined 
to a vote on the so-dalled Hot'el Keep- 
ers’ Act, but shall also include other 
proposed measures of dealing with 
the question such as government con- 
trol of the sale of liquor. This is a 
wise and fair-minded decision of the 
government, which will enable public 
opinion on all aspects of the ques- 
tion to be definitely ascertained at 
one and the same time. The decision 
was opposed by the extreme temper- 
ance party who apparently hoped 
that if the vote was confined to the 
Hotel Keepers’ Act only, many who 
are not in favour of the law as it now 
stands, would either not vote at all 
or would vote against the act on the 
ground that it is giving a privilege to 
one dlass, and jthlat it is also danger- 
ousiylike a revival of the bars, ‘which 
no one pnofesses tio want, and against 
which there is undoubtedly a’ wide- 
spread public sentiment. Here again 
Mrs. McClung and her friends demion- 
Strated their unwisdom, for by trying 
to prevent the whole quesiion going 
to a vote of the people on the broad- 
est possible basis they have shown 
their willingness ‘to enforce their 
views if at all possible, even in face 
ofithe wishes of ithe majority of the 


support of a majority. It is lament. | 
able to see the so-called Liberal par-

We think the extname temperance ; 
party were mistaken in the position 
they have adopted at this point, but 
at the same timg it should be remem- 
bered that even if they are somewhat 
extreme and dictatorial in their 
views, it is not easy to doubt their 
disinterestedness. They do not stand 
to gain anything by supporting rigid 
prohibition. On the contrary, they 
are facing a great deal of abuse and 
{ll-will from ithose who would find it 
difficult to make good their claim to 
a like medsure of disinterestedness. 
Extreme and dictatorial views as to 
general conduct always rouse a cer- 
tain amount of hostility simply by 
reason of the general human tendency 
to resent being ordered about by any- 
,one, but df those views arise not from 
inherent arrogance and medidlesome- 
ness, but from, a burning sense of a 
public evil to be eradicated at all 
costs, we should be very slow to re- 
sent them. It is easy to raise the 
cry of “Pharisee” against any who 
openly oppose and condemn public 
evils. Let us’ beware that we are not 
using the ory simply because we wish 
to retain thé offence which we do not 
venture openly to defend. Human 
nature may make impossible the at- 
tainment of perfection in regard to 
the use of alcohol or anything else, 
but that human frailty is not a thing 
to admire, and we should hesitate to 
condemn those who demand from 
themselves and their fellows at least 
an attempt at such attainment, even 
if we regret the mianner of their doing 
80. 

We are suggesting this view to our 
readera because we believe,.as we 
have stated ‘before, that this liquor 
question is of urgent importance to 
us all, and ought to be. considered 
carefully in alt its aspects. If those 
who oppose rigid prohibition are do- 
{ng so from a genine belief that it is 
a narrow-minded infringement on 
personal liberty, they will do well to 
be anxious to avoid any suspicion of 
a like narrow-mindedness in 
cwn attitude.

thirty years nothing is more import- 
ent than the continuous grading up of 
the herds. So well and carefully 


has the system been built up that the 
average hog is now virtually a pure- 
bred and the herds are uniform, built 
up from a large infusion of the York- 
shire breed with the old native stock 
of forty years ago. There is still a 
ruthless weeding out of wnthrifty, 
poor types and today breeding from 
anything but thé best boars.and sows |- 
fs practically impossible. 

Many years ago breeding centres 
were established at convenient.points 
4n the country with the object of rais- 
ing-not “show stuff’ but the right 
classes of commercial hogs designed 
to supply the growing export trade 
with England. There are today one 
hundred and thirty such centres. 
They are mostly privately owned by 
elderly faymers who receive financial 
assistance according to the number 
and quality of animals they keep. 
The Department of Agriculture select 
one member of the committee appoint- 
ed to control these centres, the asso- 
ciated packing houses another, and 
one is appointed by the breeding cen- 
tres. This committee’ is dn full 
charge of all the breeding centres 
where complete records are kept cov- 
ering the number of registered pigs 
born, all sales ‘made and how much 
realized, to whom sold, etc. Hach 
breeding centre sends to the experi- 
mental station four pigs (two male 
and two female) out of each litter. 
When six weeks’ old, these test lots 
from all the registered stocks are 
then raised under similar conditions, 
tall getting the same quality of feed 
and equal attention. . 

Att the end of the.tesit, or when the 
hogs are matured, each lot receives 
fits standing as to quantity of feed re- 
quired to produce 100 Ibs. gain. The 
thogs are then killed and scored ac- 
cording tto bacon quality. The illus- 
tration below is a reproduction of the 
score card used. Points are allotted 
for firmness of fat, shape of shoulder, 
back fat thickness and distribution, 
belly shape and thickness, size and 
shape of hams, condition of head, feet 
and rind and for general conforma- 
tion. . ' 

Actual measurements are taken as 
to length of body from aitch bone to 
end of neck, thickness of belly and 
back fat, as well as percentage of 
bacon yield from live weight. The 
individual scores are averaged and 
the parents of the lots showing the 
best average are then recommended 
for further breeding purposes, where- 
as those below a set standard are re- 
jected. . By this system a- dlose check 
is maintained on all breeding stock 
and only the best quality is developed. 


The total weight of beef, mutton 
and lamb exported in 1922 by the

*pared with 970,300 tons in 1921, 1,076,- 


700 tons in 1920, and 1,111,500 ttons in 
1919, revealing a steady decline since 
the end of the war, due mainly to the 
faving away in the Continental de- 
mand.

2 profit on the transacifon. A vaun 
is simply a dealer in credit and ex- 
change in the same way w grocer 
deals in eggs and butter. These he 
buys at wholesale and sells at retail, 
and the difference between the two 
prices is his reason for selling grocer- 
fes. Unless this difference is suffi- 
‘dient to enable him to pay rent, tax- 
es, wages and other business expens- 
es, allow for bad debts, and accumu- 
late a reserve, he will not make pro- 
gress, ‘and the public will gradually 
take their trade to another man who 
is making progress. 

The grocer. is entitled to his profit 
for the service he gives the public in 
buying groceries in large quantitios 
and selling them to the public, in the 
quantities they want to buy, and at 
lthe time and place they want them. 
With the bank, in regard to credit 
and exchange, the-same ‘thing  ob- 
tains. There is, however, this differ- 
ence, that the grocer buys from the 
few and sells to the many, and the 
bank buys from the many and sells to 
the few. This makes a considerable 
difference in the matter of payment. 
A grocer may without loss of credit 
ask his wholesaler to renew a note, 
if some of his customers, as occasion- 
ally ‘happens, are slow in meeting 
their accounts, but with the bank this 
is impossible, it must meet its obli- 
ations in full on demand or close its 
doors. ; 
Buying of ‘Credit 

A bank buys credit when it takes 
in deposits and sells it when it makes 
a loan or discounts a note, The terms 
on which it sells credit must conform 
to the terms on which it buys, just as 
must any other dealer. A bank's de- 
posits are payable on demand, and, 
while theoretically the bank may re- 
quire notice of withdrawal, it is*® ex- 
‘tremely doubtful if such a right could 
be enforced in practice. I? all de- 
positors demand their money at one 
time, no bank could possibly continue 
in business, but it has been found by 
experience that under ordinary  clr- 
cumstances only a certain percentage 
of deposits will be withdrawn from 
day by day, and that by holding in 
cash a sum sufficient to meet such 
withdrawal, and of course a margin 
for safety, togother with a sum in- 
vested in such a form that {it can be 
promptly realized on in case of need, 
the balance of the funds may be free- 
ly used in making loans and dis- 
counting notes. Under the circum- 
stances, however, it is essential that 
the funds so loaned shall not be used 
to finance transactions likely to be a 
long time in completion. Their proper 
use is to supplement the working cap- 
{tal of the borrower, to be, repaid at 
the end of the borrower's -business 
season. Another: reason for this’is 
that, as a bank's loanable funds are 
strictly Hmited to itg deposits, it must 
have its advances repaid as agreed 
4n order that it may have the funds 
to accommodate ‘the different classes 
of mercantile borrowers in their turn. 
If for any reason one class does not 
repay as agreed, the next in turn must 
go short. The bank must press for 
payment not because it wants te 
eaqueeze any class of borrower in par- 
ticular, but because this is the only 
way it can get the funds. A bank is 
organized to serve the wholé com- 
munity and its prosperity depends on 
the prosperity of all. It is admitted 
that a bank must charge interest 
when it lends its funds. This is 
realized by the public because all ex 
pect, or hope some time, to be in a 
position to make loans and receive 
interest thereon, and if it is right for 
them it must necessarily be right for 
a bank. With regan] to commission 
‘on dheques on outside points, how- 
ever, many draw the Mne; they can- 
not see why such a charge should be 
Mmiade, aud it is suggested that the 
dharge be forbidden in the revised 
‘act. The banks themselves are large- 
ly responsible for this attitude, as in 
their struggles for ‘business they 
have gradually extended, what are 
daHed par privileges in order to at- 
tract accounts from competitors. This 
cutting started easily enough, as 
years ago branch banks were few in 
number, and those banks with a 
wider-spread system than others he- 
gian to reduce rates to their own cus- 
tomers on their branches, while main- 
taining stiff rates to other banks not 
represented at these points. The

One reason given is the practice in 
the United States where the Federal 
Reserve Banks clear issues for their 
members at par. This sounds well, 
but, as the members cannot include 
these funds in their «dath reserves 
until the Federal Reserve Bank has 
had time to actually realize on them, 
it works out about the same as it 
does here. An American bank may 
not charge exchange ‘on domestic 
cheques, but the funds are not avail- 
able to the depositor until they 
have been realized on. In Canada 
the depositor pays a smiall rate of ex- 
|change or comimisston and has the 
vse of the funds at once. The tnan- 
eiadtion in ghort is that the bank buys 
a credit which is not = alttually 
realizable for one,:two or more days. 
It buys this credit to sell, and as a 
Cealer it buys at wh'clesale and sellin 
at retail. It performs a service for 
the slight profit it makes onthe tran- 
sation, and according to the measure 
tof the service is entitled to chlarge 
for it. In regard to charges for re- 
mitvances, it is well known that the 
rates charged by express ‘ocmiy{aniies 
for money orders are actually higher 
than hank charges for sums over a 
certain amount. These companies 
have an enormous volume of this 
business yet no one thinks cf attack- 
ing their charges. While the revision 
is under discussion we will no doubt 
hear much of the lower” rates on 
loans and outside cheques chiarged by 
American banks, and it may be well 
to note some of the differences be- 
tween the two systems which offset 
{hese apparent advantages. A’ few 
years ago a nimber of Canadian 
firms, attracted by the lower rates in 
force in gome American cities, ~ap- 
plied to banks there for accommoda- 
tion at these rates. The American 
Yanks were agreeable, but when the 
Qanadians read over the terms they 
went no further. First and foremost 
it was stipulated that a certain free 
Tialance must be maintained to cover 
the cost of operating the account. 
This was able to offset the loss of 
interectt by the bank on cheques in 
transit, i.e., dheques deposited by the 
customer which the bank would not 
realize on until the next diay or two. 
Then, wWhlile the rate of discount on 
loans was to be 5 per ‘cent., the bor- 
rower Was to maintain a free balance 
of 20 per‘cent. of the loan during its 
currenay. This worked out at about 
6% per cent. in the net amount loan- 
ed.
